Burkesville. Ky., May 28, 1918. 
Editor Adair County News: — 

In the days wl>en Augustus Ceasar 
was master of many Kings, outside of 
this, there were two things in his life 
that pei'petuated iiis mdiuory, "The 
Star iathe East" and ^ appellation 
that he so often applied to himself, as 
the "Master Road Builder." lb was 
neoesMry f^r the continuity of the do- 
mains ovef which he so boldly -held 
sway, for a more perfect development 
of same along cpmmerel^ and military 
lines, to have these different dodiains 
and possessions connected by a net- 
work of good roads, such roads as a 
Oeanr oonld build, that stand to-day 
as an everlasting monument to the 
master man, iu speaking of Gaul, 
"tterels no good country without 
good roads." At the dawn of ourChris 
tian development a Pagan Emperor to 
gIveusUils l—on dwnld not be so 
easily forgotten. 

Good roads tend toward a greater 
development along all lines, edpeeially 
along the lines of least resistence, 
lx>th from a physical and economic 
standpolttt, I do not sappoM any one 
will take issue with me for advocating 
good roads, no more than for the prop- 
er training and development of our 
children, the only .possible difference 
would be in the modes or manner, all 
tending to the same goal, some would 
prefer the Public Schools to private, 
and wliDe otliers technical to academ- 
ic, same as road building, some cry for 
the Coffey law, the King Drag, some 
private subscription, others hallooing 
let the State and Federal Government 
do it, some lets Dond her, so we all 
agree so far as the roads are concerned. 

Columbia is the best inland town in 
the State and Adair one of the best 
counties, the citizenship of either is 
unsurpassed, the only thing that has 
kept Columbia and Adair off the map 
has been the lack of transportation fa- 
cilities, thataJone will keep any coun- 
try back or any people be whom they 
may. The Rapid Transit Company 
lias taken a step intlwrlght direc- 
tion, and sliould be more than 
commended for the gopd work they 
have done The next step and tiieenl- 
minatlng, is the railroad. 

I have just returned from Colombia 
and spent a most pleasant week with 
my many friends, and while there it 
was my more than good fortune to see 
a good deal of my old friend and ac- 
quaintance. Dr. W. Godfrey Hunter, 
whom together with his associates 
offer to Columbia and Adair county, 
seems to me a Bailroad on a silver 
waiter, and I believe there are enough 
Intelligent men and women in Adair 
countiyto sm this and accept same 
without delay. I ww associated with 
Dr. Hunter, legal capacity, in the 
street car franohlsM' in the city of 
Somerset, 1906. Under adverse oondi 
tions and political intrigues against 
him, succeeded in giving to that city 
a street railway, water, light and oth- 
er municipal asssts, that she did not 
enjoy before Dr. Hunter does things 
and If tlie people will give a helping 
hand, a band of steel will connect 
them with the outaide world and that 
shortly. 

Then I can close my eyes and get a 
glimpse of the future, to Breeding a 
food roed, /smestewn. Liberty, Bus- 
sell Springs, and in fact the county 
becomes a net work of the mater 
worker, whether by Bonds or otiier- 
wise I do not know, but I do know 
that the good roads are coming and 
that soon - TheBoadb, or the Bond 
issue is the best,, quickest, surest and 
most eooDomloal way to build roads. 
If theeonnty oOomi er tbSM having 
charge of the Fiscal and Corporate 
affi^rs are honest, business and pe^QS- 
taUog teen, and will WUl aii truly 
see to the applicaiion of the purchase

The terms of the proposed contract 
between a committee of citizens of 
Adair county and Dr. W. G Hunter 
and his associates are subitMitlally m 
follows: , 

Dr. Hunter and his asaociatea agree 
to organize, issue their own bonds, 
make the surveys at ttieir own coet, 
and build a railroad from. Campbells- 
ville or Greensburg, or sosm ihterme- 
diate point on the L db 'N. railroad 
between said points to Ctfumblaand 
put it in opecatien within eighteen 
months from the dateol the contract. 

The route for the road and the 
points for stations will be fixed by the 
joint agreement of the contracting! 
parties. When said load has been 
constructisd to Columbia and is in op- 
eiration, they are to be paid by us tif- 
ty thousand dollars, and unless they 
do this they will not receive a cent. 

The people at this end of the line 
are also to pay for the right of way. 
Of course, If the road is not built, 
there will be no need for a right of 
way. So, if we pay our money we get 
ttie road, and if we do not raise the 
money we ean not get it. That is the 
long and short of it, and it is up to 
our people to say whetiier this oppor- 
tunity to secure a road ritaU be lost 
0 r whether we will take 
advantage of it. If the road is 
built, it will benefit every part of the 
county, and every citizen in it. Tliere- 
fore, every one should aid in securing 
|4t. Weiwibliah herewith 4Bbb obUga- 
tion which our citizens must sign in 
order to enable the committee to con- 
tract. It involves no compnoations. 
Its provisions are plain: If we do not 
get the road, we have nothing to pay. 
The money must be snbspribed at 
once. Let every one-man and wom- 
an, help this enterprise. The paperto 
be signed reads as follows: 

"We the undersigned in order to se- 
cure the building and putting iu oper- 
ation a railroad from Campbellsvllle 
or Greensburg, Ky, or some interme- 
diate point on the Louisville & Nash- 
ville Bailroad to Columbia, Ky., prom- 
ise to pay to E. II. Hughes, W. W. 
Jones, Brack Massie, Br F. Paull, J. 
N, Coffey, Gordon Montgomery. X. M. 
Tutt, J. O. Bussell and C. S Harris, 
whom we hereby appoint as trustees 
and attorney's in fact to collect and 
hold said money and eater into con- 
tract for the building of said road, the 
sum set opposite our names respect- 
ively, same payable upon demand of 
said trustees, but same not to be due 
or payable until a sum aggregating 
850,000 has been In good faith sub- 
scribed on tMa w siniilar papers. ' 
Said sum is to Im used in securing the 
OMistruction and operating of a rail- 
road to Golund>ia, Ky., and for no oth- 
er purpose, and no part of same is to 
be used or p»id out by said trustees 
untH said road is oonstrticted and is in 
operation to said town. When said 
road is constructed to dolumbia and 
put in opnatlon nid trustees are au- 
thorized as our agente and attorneys 
in fact to pay to the person or persons, 
company or coiporation with whom 
they may contract for constructing 
said road, the said fifty thousand dol- 
lars. If said road is not constructed 
and In operation within twenty-four 
months from date, this subscription 
is to be ▼oM and the money paid on 
same is to be refunded to us by said 
trusteee. It is understood that the 
solnerlptiona'Yooently^iide by us to 
the proposed Columbia Railroad are 
canceled and of no legal effect*

Thtf 
were upon the outside of the building 
and it is leported here that they were 
botb diibklng^ In tiie nflemoea tli«y 
got to fighting, and Peterson was bad- 
ly stabbed by Gray. Ttiey left and 
Gray was arrested ta Camobellsvllleb 
but was not incarcerated, for the rea- 
son that Peterson's father is the Jailer 
of Taylor county. 

The authorities here were notified 
and Clyde Crenshaw and Nat Walker 
went after him, but before they reaeh- 
ed Campbellsville, Gray had taken leg 
bail, and be is now at large. Peterson 
is said to be badly hnrt. 

Five men in Columbia have sub 

scribed $10,000 for the railroad. The 
town of Columbia has put down more 
than half iheamonnt of the sum asked.
